Mr. Hammond is well known 
to Scouts throughout Canada as. the 
Provincial Secretary and Assistant 
Commissioner for the Province of 
Ontario. . ; 

A London, England, troop lately 
volunteered for the duty of conduct- 
ing a party of 300 Serbian boys,’ on 
their visit to the Metropolis. The 
Lord Mayor of London was pleased 
to have the troop formed up inside 
the Mansion House, where he care- 
fully examined every boy’s badges, 
and at the close of the inspection ex- 
pressed his keen pleasure at seeing 
such a fine lot of Scouts.

Mr. Will Crooks later on in the day 
addressed the troop, saying: “Scouts, 
we all love you. You will do any- 
thing for us, from calling a taxi to 
mending a broken leg.” ; 

“I want to express. my warmest 
praise of the Boy Scouts of America 
in general and of one little Boy Scout 
in particular,” writes a New York 
lady -to the editor of the Times. 
“Several days ago I fell and injured 
my foot as I stepped from a shop to 
the paveimertt. I was assisted by the 
men inside and placed on a‘stool; to 
my urgent request for a taxicab they 
replied that I would soon be-all right. 
I was in pain and urged again and 
again for a taxicab, only to receive 
the same reply.

The 
first of the three got one in the pit 
of the stomach that doubled him up 
and made: him howl like a. stricken 
animal. That left two. The quiet 
‘chap picked up a rifle belonging to 
one of the vanquished Huns. He 
brought .the butt end down with a 
crash on the head of one foeman 
more aggressive than his neighbor, 
and ‘Kaiser Bill’ had a soldier less, 
The last of the five must have re- 
membered an engagement he had at 
Berlin, for he dashed off in a tearing 
hurry.

From Woman’s Dress

How many know that the blue 
coat-blouse, white trimmed, and the 
flowing blue trousers with their am- 
ple breadth of leg, wotn by the sail- 
ormen of the British navy—and cop- 
ied more or less closely in.the apparel 
Uncle Sam’s own tars—was ¢volv- 


ed from the costume of a noblewo- 
mah Of the time of King George II.? 
And how many know that -but for a 
chance encounter’ while riding in 
Hyde Park, when the monarch met 
the peeress, British men-o’-warsmen 
might today have been garbed in tun- 
ics’ of scarlet cloth, bedecked with 
gold lace, and nether garments of 
light blue, fitted ‘tightly to the legs? 

IP was by the merest chance that 
the latter uniform,-surely a strange 
choice of habiliments for seamen, 
was not made the official uniform of 
jthe British navy. In the days_of the 
{second George the men who manned 
Britannia’s' ships wore any kind of 
clothing that pleased them. There 
was little or no attempt at uniform- 
ity. But the King decided upon 
change, and had selected the scarlet, 
light blue and gold lace confection, 
The first 600 uniforms had been made 
and the men of one of the King’s own 
ships were to be “dolled up” in the 
{new uniform, when the King, riding 
in the park, met the Duchess of Bed- 
ford. 

The lady wore a habit that struck 
the .King’s. eye. It consisted of a 
loose dark blue coat-blouse with a 
white “V"-shaped piece let in at the 
neck, and a flowing. skirt of the same 
material. That was all, but it struck 
the monarch at gnce as the simplest 
and most suitable design it would be 
possible to find for his sailormen. 


King George called the Duchess. to 
him and begged a boon, as they, used 
to say in those olden days. The lady 
blushed deeply. 

“What! Would your majesty dress 
fighting sailors in a woman's habit? 
That surely would be absurd,” she 
ventured, 

But the King persisted, at last of- 
fering to buy the entire costume, 
skirt, blouse. and “V”-piece, if — the 
Duchess would sell.’ She wouldn’t, 
even noblewomen do not as a rule 
sell their clothes to kings. But she 
appreciated the compliment to the full 
and at once returned to her home to 
change her costume, sending the gar- 
ments that had won the monarch’s

1,000 acres, was drawn away behind 
a. prize teanr of pure-bred Clydesdales 
on the farm-of C. S, Noble, of Noble- 
ford, Alberta, on’ October: 25th. Be- 
hind it followed a long automobile 
procession of the Lethbridge Board 
of Trade. 


That load completed 52,210 bushels 
of wheat from 1,000 acres. There 
were still some 3,000 bushels left un- 
threshed on the field. The actual to- 
tal yield obtained, by elevator weight, 
| was 54,383 bushels, or 54 bushels and 
23 pounds per acre. Not having heard 
| rom any other claimant to this’ re- 
} cord, Mr. Noble is apparently secure 
\in its possessioy. ; 

Fifty-three men, — seventy-eight 
orses, two separators and two sheaf- 
loaders were involved in the work. 
| Threshing began on September 19th,. 
jbut was ineterrupted at . different 
jtimes by weather and other causes. 
Up ‘to eleven - o'clock the previous 
morning, 874 acres had been threshed 
with an average yield of 52 bushels 
and 58 pounds per acre, The whole 
| outfit was running before daybreak 
|the next day in a frantic effort to get 
}the remaining 126 acres finished. The 
sheaf-loaders,. following each row of 
sheaves, and loading by means of an 
endless band on to an inclined plane 
into a wagon at the rate of from 40 
to 50 acres per day, were feeding the 
separators without a pause. The 
separators were steadily grinding out 
their 250 or more bushels per hour. 
Sixty-four cars of grain had already 
been shipped from Mr. Noble’s own 
elevator.
